; Sportsman, Passes Away, 


New Orleans, La. Jan. 6.—[{Special.]— 
famous sportsman, who 
bore the reputation among gambiers of 
never having tolerated a crooked card 
or gambling game in his establishment 
during his whole life, died today after 
being ill three weeks. 

In his younger days Curry associated 
with several minstrel troupes, and often 
talked of his associations with Haverly’s 
and other great traveling combinations.

Nothing could be simpler than the 
room.

If there is one point that all the belligerent 
peoples and ali the neutrals will agree upon, it is 
that the present war, more devastating in extent 
than any, other in the world's history, shall be 
followed by. a “ conclusive peace.” “ Never again” 
expresses the mood of most men, and the hope that

We are all talking, therefore, of a “ conclusive 
peace.” But what is a conclusive peace? The 
militarist and the extreme partisan think a con- 
clusive peace is one which follows a “ knockout.” 
If the adversary is not prostrate, if he is not help- 
less and hopeless, the peace is nonconclusive. 

History, does not support this theory. The 
English and Scotch fought for centuries to an 

“fmeonclnsive peace which endures today, and al- 
ways will endure. The English crushed the Irish 
and the conclugive peace has been a running sore 
in the side of Britain ever since In a mili- 
tary sense most of Napoleon's victories were con- 
clusive, most of his peaces based on them were 
conclusive. Yet they were never conclusive in the 
sense of bringing enduring peace. Nothing could 
be more conclusive than the debacle which France 


suffered in 1870. But 1914 was an answer to that |} 


fatal fallacy. The German armies triumphed at 
Sadowa, but, instead of sweeping over Atstria and 
ruining her, Germany made an inconclusive peace. | 
Austria was left standing, and today she stands 
shoulder to shoulder ‘with her conqueror of 1866 
against a common fo. — | 
The statesmanship of Bismarck discerned the 
fallacy of the conclusive peace on that occasion, 
Hé did not hope to destroy his adversaries. It is 
said he opposed the taking of Alsace and wished 
to make an inconclusive peace with France, but 
was overruled by military opinion, which hoped to 
end forever the threat of a resurgent France. As 
@ result of a conclusive peacé in 1870 France 
cherished revanche for a generation, and today 
Alsace is a rock in the path of a sorely, needed 


The Crimean war closed with an inconclusive 
peace. France and England, who fought Russia 
then, are ler allies today. Our war with Eng- 
land in 1812 ended with an inconclusive peace. 
It has been followed by a hundred years of peace, 
The war between Russia and Japan ended in an 
inconclusive peace. Russia and Japan are fight- 
ing-side by side little over a decade later.

The 1915 report.of the vital statistics di- 
vision of the census bureau gave pneu- 
monia as the third among the causes of 
death. The probability is that the 1916 
} report will show an increase in pneu- 
monfa deaths over,that of 1915. 

In certain cities, for’ examples, Chi- 
cago and Pittsburgh, pneumonia is the 
chief cause of death and has been for 
years. The death rate from pneumonia 
is rarely higher than 26 per cent and is 
usually less. This means that the num- 
ber of cases of pneumonia is always 
four times as high as the number of 
deaths. For example, we figure that 
Chicago, having in round numbere 5,000 
deaths a year from pneumonia, has 20,- 
000 cages at least of the disease. 

Pneumonia is the most prevalent of 
Giseases. December, January, Febru- 
ary, and March are the pneumonia 
months. Half the pneumonia of the 
year occurs in those four months. Dur- 
ing midwinter pnéumonia is much the 
moat prevalent of diseases. '

There is one variety 
which is to be found in the mouths of 
most people. This coccus can, and does, 
cause pneumonia. A man in good health 
can get drumk or can overeat and ait 
around a hot stove and catch pneu- 
monia from the cocci in his own mouth.

Other persons can contract 
or catch pneumdnia from persone who 
have the disease or Who have recently 
had it. ? 
‘The tmportant discovery of last winter 
was that the way to prevent pneumonia 
from spreading is to quarantine persons 
having the disease while they are sick 
and for a few weeks after they get well. 
This new discovery, like many discov- 
eries, ia the refinding of an old fact.

I have before me “ Hirsch's Handbook | 
of Historical and tGeographical Pathol- 


ogy.” second edition, written over thirty 


years ago. The first edition was writ- 
ten more than fifty years ago. I learn 
from this treatise that pneumonia when 
first written about was known as an 
epidemic disease. : 

The first information on the epidemic 
prevalence of inflammation of the lungs 
is met with im the sixteenth century 
chronicles of pestilence in Italy, Ger- 
many, the Netherlands, Switzerland, 
and France. There was an epidemic in 
Venice in 1535. In Owitzeriand the dis- 
ease in its epidemic form was known 
in the middle of the sixteenth century 
as “alpenstich.” The sickness reap- 
peared as an epidemic in Germany in 
the lower basin of the Rhine tn 1576. 

In the seventeenth century there were 
many epidemics, especially in Germany, 
Switzerland, and Italy. The epidemi- 
olégy of the eighteenth century is un- 
usually rich fn accounts of epidemics 
of pneumonia, particularily in Italy, 
Switzerland, and France, and the earli- 
ést records of malignant epidemical tn- 
fammation of the lungs in Spain. Eng~ 
land, Denmark, and the United States 
belong tothe same period. 

It seems that the earliest American 
epidemio was tn Waterbury and Hart- 
ford, Conn., in 1712. The great Amert- 
can epidemic of the nineteenth century 
began in Canada in 1812 It was at its 
worst in New York state in 1813 to 1815. 
Pennsylvania seems to have escaped 
fairly well, though Dr. Benjamin Rush 
died with it in Philadelphia in 18138.

Many health departments now require 
that pneumonia be reported as are other 
forms of contagion. This is the first 
step {n control. To the household from 
which pneumonia is reported ‘there are 
sent instructions for burning the sputum 
and disinfection of all cups, dishes, 
spoons, towels, and cloths Which have 
come in contact with the patient's 
mouth or his mouth secretions.

Health departments do

When Strgeon General Gorgas took 
that the pneumonia rate, to lower which 
he had made no efforts, had improved 
almost as much as the malaria and ty- 
phoid rates, which had borne the brunt 
of his attacks. When he studied the 
situation he found that he had done 
great pneumonia prevention work with- 
out knowing it. He found the cheaper 
labor, and particularly the Barbados 
and Jamaica Negroes, living in crowded 
barracks.

When he got rid of crowded bar- 
racks the pneumonia rate dropped. 

A few years later Dr. Gorgas was 
asked to go to the Rand and advise with 
the authorities relative to improving 
conditions there.

The laborers were African 
Negroes. They Itved huddled together

In 
the better of them a ‘large storeroom is 
divided into small cubicles a little larger 
than ea bed. The cubicle has no win- 
dows. It is open at the top and fn many 
there is an open space beneath the door. 
Sunlight cannot get Into these cubicles 
and thorough atring is impossible A” 
large proportion of the pneumonia 
comes from the lodging houses.

“Paris has had many lovers, but few more devoted than Alan Seeger,” 
says William Archer in his introduction to the Poems. It was as the 
protector of Paris, the knight errant of these modern dark ages, that he 
joined the American legion and fought for France. You have probably read 
poems of the war, a beautiful thing, which has been reprinted times 
in the newspapers of the country. 

There is nothing tragic apout a death lIfke Alan Seeger’s, although his 
passing does leave vacant a place in the world which may not soon be filled. 
On the night of July 4 last year the American legion, that gallant band of 
American volunteers, was ordered to clear the enemy out of the village of 
Belloy-en-Santerre. “Alan Seeger advanced with the first rush,” says Wil- 
liam,Archer, “and his squad was énfiladed by the fire of six German machine 
guns concealed in a hollow way. Most of them went down, and Alan among 
them—wounded in several places. But the following waves of attack were 
more.fortunate, As his comrades came up to al@ him Alan cheered them on; 
and as they left him behind they heard him singing a marching song in 
English. They took the village; they drove the invaders out; but for some
